The Perſian bulbous Flower-de-lu 


A native of Perſia. Flowers in February and March. Its 
beauty, early appearance, and fragrant bloſſoms, make it highly 
eſteemed by all lovers of flowers; like the Hyacinth or Narciſ- 
ſus it will blow within doors in a water-glaſs, but ſtronger in a 
ſmall pot of ſand, or ſandy loam; a few flowers will ſcent a 
whole apartment: it will alſo bloſſom in the open air, but re- 
quires warmth and ſhelter; is propagated by offsets and 
feeds; the beſt flowering roots are imported from Holland, 
they bear forcing well; and hence this plant may be had to 
flower : a full month or ſix weeks in lucceſſion.

This ſpecies differs from the other plants of the genus, in 
the colour of its outermolt petals, which are long, narrow, 
purple, and pendulous, and not unaptly reſemble {mall pieces 

of red tape. Notwithſtanding it is a native of the warm cli- 
mates Carolina and Virginia, it ſucceeds very well with us in 
an open border: but, as Mr. MILLER very juſtly obſerves, it 
will always be prudent to ſhelter two or three plants under a 
common hot-bed frame in winter, to preſerve the kind, be- 
caule in very ſevere winters, thoſe in the open air are {ome- 
times killed. It flowers in July. As it rarely ripens its 
ſeeds with us, the only mode of propagating it, is by parting 


the roots; but in that way the plant does not admit of much 
increaſe.

Of this genus Mr. Miller makes too ſpecies; Linnæus, per- 
haps with more propriety, only one, for breadth of leaves or 
colour of flowers can ſcarcely be conſide red as ſuthcient to 
conſtitute a Ipecilic difference. 

It is found in the gardens with purple flowers of two different 
tints, allo with white and yellow bloffoms, grows naturally in 
Hungery and ſome parts of Italy, and blows in the open border 
at the beginning of April. 

They are "propagated by offsets ſrom their roots. They 
love a ſhady ſituation and a gentle loamy foil, but ſhould not 
be too often removed. They may be tranſplanted any time 
after the beginning of June, when their leaves will be quite 
decayed, till the middle of September; but the roots ſhould 
not be kept very long out of the ground, for if they ſhrink 
It will fon cauſe them to rot. The roots of theſe flowers. 
ſhould not be planted ſcattering in the borders of the flower- 
garden, but in patches near each other, where they will make 
a good appearance.”

We are not a little ſurpriſed that Mr. Miller ſhould have 
taken no notice of the preſent ſpecies, as it muſt have been in 
the Engliſh gardens long before his time, being mentioned by 
Parkinſon in his Garden of Pleaſant Flowers: it is nearly re- 
lated to the Pſeudo-Marciſſus, but differs from it in many parti- 
culars except ſize, vid. Linn. Sp. Pl. and Parkinſon above 
quoted. 
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Though its bloſſoms are not ſo large as thoſe of the other 
ſpecies, yet when the roots are planted in a cluſter, they make 
a very pretty ſhow, and have this advantage, that they flower 
* ſomewhat earlier than any of the others. 

" Like the common Daffodil it propagates very faſt by the 
roots, and will thrive in almoſt any foil or fituation,

As our Publication ſeems likely to fall into the hands of 


{ſuch as are totally unacquainted with Botany, or botanical 
writings, it mult plead as an apology for our often explaining 
many circumſtances relative to plants, which may be well 
known to adepts in the ſcience. 

This plant derives its firſt name from chi black colour of its 
roots, its ſecond from its early flowering and the colour of its 
petals, which, though- generally milk-white on their firſt ap- 
pearance, yet have frequently a tint of red in them, which 
increaſes with the age of the bloſſom, and finally changes to 


green; in ſome ſpecies of Hellebore, particularly the diridis, 


the flower is green from firſt to laſt. 


Black Hellebore grows wild on the Appenine and other 


mountains, preferring ſuch as are rocky. 

If the weather be unuſually mild, it will flower in our gar- 
dens in the open borders as early as December and nen it 
may indeed be conſidered as the herald of approaching ſpring. 


Like moſt other alpine plants, it loves a pure air, a ſituation 


moderately moiſt, and a ſoil unmanured: as the beauty of its 
flowers is apt to be deſtroyed by ſevere froſts, it ſhould be co- 
vered during the winter with a hand-glaſs, or if it be treated 
in the manner recommended for the round-leav'd Cyclamen, 
it may be had to flower in ſtill greater perfection. 

It 1s propagated by parting its roots in autumn : neither 
this ſpecies nor the byemalrs thrive very near London.

e in former days, not having that profuſion of 
plants to attend to and cultivate, which we can at preſent boaſt, 
appear to have been more folicitous in increaſing generally 
the varieties of the ſeveral ſpecies; accordingly we find in 
the Paradiſus terreſiris of the venerable PaxkxinsoN, no leſs 
than fix varieties of this plant“, moſt of which are now ſtrangers 
to the Nurſery Gardens. We may obſerve, that varieties in 
general not being ſo ſtrong as the original plant, are conſe- 
_ quently much ſooner loſt. 

The Iris pumila grows wild in many parts of Hungary, af- 
 fetts open and hilly ſituations, and flowers in our gardens in 
the month of April; it is a very hardy plant, and will thrive 


in almoſt any ſoil or ſituation; is propagated by parting its 


roots in autumn.

partakes more of the Nature of an Involucrum, which is not 
uncommon to the Anemonies. 

The Hepaticas, as Parkinſon obſerves, flower ſoon after the 


winter Helleborc, © and making their pride a in winter, 


« arc the more welcome carly g gueſts. 

It is found wild in its ſingle tate, with red, blue, and white 
flowers, in the woods and ſhady mountainsof Sweden, Germany, 
and Italy; the red variety with double flowers is the one moſt 


commonly cultivated in our gardens; the double blue is alſo 


not 5 the ſingle white is leſs common; and the 
double white Miller never ſaw, yet admits that it may exiſt 
ſpontaneoully, or be produced from ſeed : Parkinſon mentions 
a white varicty with red threads or ſtamina. 

According to Miller, this plant delights in a loamy ſoil, and 
in an eaſtern polition where it may 2 SE only the morning 
lun: the lingle forts are caſily railed from feed; the double, 
increaled by parting the roots, which ought to be done in 
March when they are in bloom ; ; they ſhould not be divided 
into very {mall heads: theſe plants, if often removed and 
parted, arc apt to dic, but left undiſturbed for many years, 
they will thrive exceedingly, and become very large roots,

Since the days of Mr. Miller, wh. with all his beteten 
has contributed more to the advarccement of practical garden- 
ing than any individual whatever, our gardens, but morc elpe- 
cially our green-houſes, have received ſome of their higheſt 
ornaments "From the intradudion of a great number of moſt 
beautiful Heaths: the preſent plant, though a native of the Alps 


and mountainous parts of Germany, is of modern int rodutlhon 


here, what renders 1t particularly acceptable, is its hardineſs 
and carly flowering ; its bloſſoms are formed in the autumn, 
continue of a pale green colour during the winter, and expand 
in the ſpring, flowering as carly as! March, eſpecially if kept 1 in 
a green-houſe, or in a common hot-bed frame, which 1s the 
more uſual practice. 

It may be propagated by ſceds or cuttings, the latter is the 
molt ready way of increaſing this and moſt of the other ſpecies 
of the genus: when the cuttings have ſtruck root, they ſhould 
DC planted | in a mixture of freſh loam and bog cartn, either in 
the open border, under a wall, or in pots. 

The name of berbacea, w hich Linnæus has given tO this plant, 
is not very characteristic, but it ſhould be 1 that Lin- 
næus in this, as in many other initances, has only adopted tho 
name of {ome older botaniſt; and it ſhould alſo be remembered, 
that in genera, where the ſpecies are very numerous, it is no caly 
matter tO oivenamestoallofthemthatih all beper feetly expreſſivè.

This plant grows ſpontaneouſly in Virginia and other parts of 


North America, from whence, as Miller informs us, it was ſent 


by Mr. Baniſter to Dr. Compton, Lord Biſhop of London, in 
whole curious garden he firſt ſaw it growing in the year 1709. 

It is figured by Mr. Cateſby, in his Natural Hiſtory of Caro- 
lina, among the natural productions of that country, who be- 
ſtowed on it the name of Meadia, in honour of the late 
Dr. Mead, a name which Linnæus has not thought proper to 
adopt as a generic, though he has as a trivial one. 

e It flowers the beginning of May, and the ſeeds ripen in 
* Tuly, ſoon after which the ſtalks and leaves decay, fo that the 
« roots remain inactive till the following {pring.

This ſpecies of Geranium, fo ſtrikingly different from all 
others at preſent cultivated in our gardens, has been known for 
ſeveral years to the Nurſery-men in the neighbourhood of 
London, by the name of acaule, a name we ſhould gladly have 
retained, had not Profeſſor Murray deſcribed it in the 14th 
edition of Linneus's Syſtema Vegetabilium, under the name of 
Reichardi, a name he was diſpoſed to give it in compliment to 
a French gentleman, who firſt diſcovered it in the iſland of 
Minorca, and introduced it into the gardens of France. 

Linnæus deſcribes many of the Geraniums, as having only 
hve antheræ, though ſeveral of thoſe he thus deſcribes have 
to our certain knowledge ten, the five lowermoſt of which 
ſhedding their pollen firſt, often drop off, and leave the 
hlaments apparently barren: but in this ſpecies (with us at 
leaſt) there never are more than five, but betwixt each ſtamen, 
there is a broad pointed barren filament or ſquamula, ſcarcely 
to be diftingmſhed by the naked eye. 

The uſual and beſt prattice is to make a green-houſe plant 
of this ſpecies, though it has been known to remain in the 
open ground, during a mild winter, unhurt.

The luxury of the pleaſure-garden is greatly heightened 
by the delightful odour which this plant diffuſes; and as it

It varies in the number of its flowers, from one to fix, ard 
the colour in ſome is found of a blood red. 

Authors differ in their ideas of its ſmell : Jacovin de- 
ſcribing it as difagreeable, while Scoroi1 compares it to 
that of an orange. 1 

It flowers in June and july; and is propagated by offsets,

Though many Latin names of plants, as Geranium, Hepatica, 
Convolvults, &c. are more familiar to the ear, and more ge- 
nerally uſed than their Engliſh ones, yet Me/emoryantbhemun, 
though uſed by ſome, appears too long to be generally adopt— 
ed, its Engliſh name of Fg-Mar:g9/d is doubtlels to be pre-

The Fig-Marigolds are a very numerous tribe, chiefly inha- 
bitants of the Cape of Good Hope; no leſs than thirty-three, 
ſpecies are figured in that ineſtimable work the Horus Eli ha- 
menſis of DiLLENtus. As moſt of theſe plants grow readily 
from ſlips, or cuttings, and require only the ſhelter of a com- 
mon greenhouſe, and as they recommend themſelves to our 
notice, either from the extreme ſingularity of their foliage, 
the beauty of their flowers, or the peculiarity of their expan- 
lion, lo they are a favourite claſs of plants with many.
